Washington, April 23.-— (Special. )— 
Representative William Schley How- 
ard today caused the arrest of H. M. 
Thornton, a man with many aliases, 
who had tried to secure his indorse- 
ment on two forged Lowry National 
bank cashier's checks on the strength 
of a forged letter of introduction from 
Hollins N. Randolph, of Atlanta. 

The police believe that Thornton is 
one of the boldest criminals in the 
country, and is a member of a gang 
that has been operating throughout 
the south since last December, passing - 
bad checks. On March 5 the same man 
secured $350 from Joseph Aranoff, sec- 
retary of Senator Martine, of New Jer- 
sey, on a forged check. 

Present today when Thornton was 
arrested were Detective Howlett, Hol- 
lins Randolph, who happened to be in 
the city; Frank Meador, of Atlanta, 
aad Eugene Tiller and Joseph Aranoff. 

When confronted by Mr. Aranoff, 
whom he had already robbed, the ac- 
cused confessed. 

“I have been caught red-handed. I 
guess I will spend the rest of my life 
in jail,” he said. 

Robbed Howard Years Ago. 

Singularly enough, the man arrested 
today secured $25 from Mr. Howard 
seven years ago on a forged check 
accompanied by a forged note signed 
Richard Orme Flinn, pastor of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian church. 
He then passed himself as H. M. Pel- 
lam. When charged with this act to- 
day, he also confessed. Another alias 
which Thornton used was “H. M. Wal- 
lace,”” under which name he victimized 
people in Cincinnati, securing $800 
from one man as “H. M. Towns.” He

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CASTERN FIREMEN 


New York, April 23.—BEastern rail- 
road firemen are granted an increase 
of pay estimated at from 190 to 
per cent by the award of the Erdman 
Act arbitration board in their case 
handed down tonight. Other claims of 
the firemen are allowed, but the de- 
mand for two firemen on large locomo- 
tives is denied except in case of 
necessity. 

Another request for which the fire- 
men fought, namely, the standardiza- 
tion of wages, based on the weight of 
locomotives on drivers, was granted, 
although the award provides that all 
wages that were higher or conditions 
that were better than fixed in the 
award shall not be interfered with. 
This provision affects a number of 
railroads.

April 23.—The lives of 
miners, possibly 120, paid the toll 
shortly after noon today of a disastrous 
explosion in the Cincinnati mine of the 
Monongahela River Consolidated Coal 
and Coke company, at Finleyville, Pa. 

Over three score of workmen in the 
mine made thrilling escapes, crawling 
most of the time on their hands and 
knees through deadly gas fumes and 
over debris. 

Seventy Bodies Recovered. 

Up to 11 o'clock tonight seventy 
bodies were located by rescuing squads 
of the United States bureau of mines, 
the Monongahela River Consolidated 
Coal and Coke company and of the 
Pittsburg Coal company. 

As the rescuers found bodies 
were carried to the entries. 
the bodies, however, was 
the open 

Preparations are being made to han- 
dle the dead. Box cars have been or- 
dered to a mine siding. The victims 
probably will be taken from the mine 
at daylight tomorrow and shipped at 
once to Monongahela City, where they 
are to be prepared for burial. 

Rescue work is hampered by after- 
damp. Fire which followed the ex. 
plosion has been completely subdued, it 
is said. 

Three entries of the mine are entirely 
choked with debris. 

Weak Cries Heard. 

During the afternoon rescue parties 
reported at intervals that some of the 
men were alive behind heavy falls of 
earth and coal. Sounds resembling 
weak cries could be heard. As night 
came, however, such evidences of life 
ceased. 

At 9 o’clock tonight rescuing parties 
coming from the mine were of the be- 
lief that all the entombed men are 
dead. 

The foree of the explosion was ter- 
rific. A fifteen-ton motor was turned 
over. Many feet of mine track were 
twisted and ripped from the ties. 

Only a few of the miners wh» 
reached the surface could talk. suf- 
fering from burns or fright, the miners 
only Knew that an explosion had oc- 
curred, and that the large number of 
men are either killed by the explosion 
or asphyxiated by the afterdamp. 

Several hours after the explosicn 
seven foreign miners crawled from one 
of the entrances. All were seriously 
burned. They could give no connected 
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found a batch of

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STRIKE HAS EMPTIED 
SCHOOLS OF PITTSBURG 


Only Few of 70,000 Pupils At- 
tend—Children Object to 
‘Superintendent Heeter. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 23.--Although a 
majority of the school children of the 
city remained away from their studies 
today, there were few demonstrations 
im the unique strike inaugurated Mon- 
day against the retention of S. L. Hee- 
ter as superintendent of public schools. 
Attempts of the children to gather in 
front of the various school buildings 
Were discouraged by police reserves. 
In most instances the sight of the po- 
lice was sufficient to frighten a ma- 
jority of the children.

Work on the resurfacing of Peach- 
tree street from Sixth to Fifteenth 
est by the last of this week or the 
ing to Chairman Shelby Smith, of 
first few days of next week, accord- 
ing the Chairman Shelby Smith, of 
the county commissioners. 

The work was placed on schedule to 
be started as soon as the present 
work on Marietta street is finished, 
and now that it appears that after a 
few days’ work al] the repaving will 
be completed that can be done until 
a retaining wall is built and new car 
tracks laid, the workmen and mixing 
plant will be transferred to the work 
on Peachtree, which the commission- 
ers expect to finish within thirty 
days after it is started. 

The thoroughfare, which 
in a disgraceful condition and filled 
with large holes for many months, 
following the glaring imperfections 
that showed up in,the material used 
to make the present surface, will be 
first resurfaced from Sixth street out 
on the right hand side and then the 
workmen will start on the other side 
of the street, so that only one side will 
be closed at a time and traffic can 
pass on the car tracks and one side of 
al] times. 

Between the car tracks no attempt 
will be made to resurface, as this is 
considered in better shape than the 
remaining pavement and it will be 
“ironed” out and smoothed over with 
asphalt. For the total work Warren 
3rothers’ Manufacturing company, 
who furnished the first material, have 
agreed to donate all but fifteen tons 
of the new paving material. 

The fact that the country nas been 
getting splendid results from the new 
mixing plant on Marietta street, 
which has recently turned out 1,000 
square yards per day of paving ma- 
terial, has caused the Martetta street 
job to be hastened. For the Peach- 
tree work the plant will be Kept at 
its present place and the hot mixture 
will be hauled in the two new auto- 
mobile trucks to the place of laying it. 

The new trucks will bear as much 
materia] at one load as four two- 
mule teams formerly hauled and no 
inconvenience is expected from what 
with mule teams would be looked 
upon as an extra long haul, 

Should the work be carried out 
within the estimated thirty days 
Peachtree street should present a de- 
cent appearance by at least the first 
of June.

MR. OHL’S VIEWS. 


Southerners will be especially interested 
in hearing the views of J. K. Ohl on the 
points now in contention between this 
country and Japan growing out of Califor- 
nia’s threatened anti-Japanese legislation. 
Mr. Ohl was for many years Washington 
correspondent of The Constitution. Lat- 
terly he has been associated with The New 
York Herald, and since he spent five or six 
years in the far east as its correspondent 
unusual value attach to his opinions. 

Mr. Ohl writes that with Japan the 
whole issue is one of “national honor.” It 
is not, he says, a question of a few Japa- 
nese farmers in California that is irritating 
the people of the island kingdom. That 
might be passed over with more or less 
complaisance. But Japan feels that she is 
a world-power, that she has convincingly 
demonstrated that fact, yet she is being 
treated with indignities and discrimination 
that would be meted out to no other world- 
power. Russia, for instance, which Japan 
humbled, has rights and privileges in this 
country which Japan is denied. A _ situa- 
tion such as this cannot but tax the tolera- 
tiop of a proud people. It is not the jingoes 
alone, Mr. Ohl says, that resent being thus 
humiliated before civilization, but the entire 
nation. 

Such competent expressions as these con- 
firm The Constitution’s position that the 
relatively slight grievances of one state 
should not be made to embroil the whole 
country. It also inevitably directs attention 
to complications that must infallibly arise 
in the future as the nations now only semi- 
civilized gain the right to stand on a plane 
of equality with world-powers. Try as we 
will to belittle it, the question of race can- 
not wholly be eliminated from the situation 
today and even less so in the future.

THE BUILDER OF CHINA. 


The strongest argument for and against 
the recognition of the Chinese republic is 
man, and his name is Yuan Shi Kai. 
His masterful diplomacy and his real 
patriotism have wrought the miracle of 
transforming a centuries-old monarchy into 
a popular government almost overnight, as 
events count. Those at Washington who 
counsel recognition are wise, for they know 
that if Yuan has seemed to usurp power it 
has been only a temporary expedient until 
his clear mind could see the way to make 
republican government a reality to each of 
the empire’s teeming inhabitants. 

It would be folly to say or believe that 
this mighty nation with its more than 
400,000,000 population had been able to turn 
monarchical government to a gov- 
ernment by the people in the relatively 
short period since the overthrow of the 
Manchu dynasty. The New China move- 
ment has its leaders, of course, and the 
new government has already inspired dif- 
ferent political parties with intense rivatl- 
ries. But the whole people are far from 
being educated in the arts of self-govern- 
ment, and few of them comprehend the 
great questions that now press for settle- 
ment. 

How, then, has China been able to bridge 
the gap between a monarchical and a re- 
Wublican ferm of government, and what 
influence has effected the change with 
such apparent serenity? The answer is: 
Yuan Shi Kai. More than any other China- 
man his life answers to our American defi- 
nition of the “self-made man.” He is of 
humble parentage, a natural-born progress- 
ive, an inveterate enemy to the old Manchu 
order, a friend to education, a good fighter, 
a splendid organizer and a genius at 
diplomacy. It will be remembered that 
the Manchu princes, though they had ear- 
lier banished him for his progressive ten, 
dencies, turned to him in the crisis as a 
compromise and as the final hope.

| New News of Yesterday 


The Lest Secret Coveted By Commodore 
Van Santveord.

“I would give a large amount of money— 
I was going to say as mich as half a million 
dollars—if I could discover the mystery in 
the construction of that now aged queen of 
the Hudson river, the old Mary Powell,” said 
the late Commodore Van Santvoord to me 
at a time when he was planning the con- 
struction of the only private yacht in the 
United States which made use of the paddle 
wheel instead of the screw propeller. 

“That was an extraordinary mystery,” 
the commodore went on to say. “The ablest 
marine architects, the most competent ship- 
builders, were never able to discover the 
secret of the construction of that steamboat 
many years*‘ago, which enabled her to make 
the fastest time ever made by a steamboat, 
so far as I know, upon 
any waters, European 
Or American. There 
were times when this 
steamboat really beat 
trains running wpon the 
Hudson river railroad. 
Of course, she did ‘Not 
ever get up as high a 
speed as some of the ex- 
press trains upon. that 
railroad make, but she 
frequently beat accom- 
modation trains that 
ran about twenty-five 
miles an hour. 

“In the course of 
time it was necessary 
to repair and practical- 
ly to rebuild this steam- 
boat. In doing that the 
ship carpenters followed her old lines. They 
did not discover the secret which has given 
to this boat the reputation of being the 
fastest paddle-wheeled steamboat in the 
world, but in repairing her the secret went 
along with the repairs, for after she came 
out of the shipyard she made as good time 
as ever. 

“TI was talking one day with a gentleman 
who has considerable capital invested in the 
Steamboat business. He asked me if the 
boats of the lines which I owned and which 
make daily trips between New York and 
Albany had been to match the record 
secured by the Mary Powell many years ago. 

“T asked him why he wanted to know. He 
told me that he had long been anxious to 
learn whether there had been some inscrut- 
able freak associated with the building of 
this boat or whether a patient study of her 
lines and of her entire structure would not 
make it possible for somebody else to build 
a boat which could match the Mary Powell's 
record 

‘IT told him that I had heard 
tempt had been made to build a 
in every detail similar to those which char- 
acterized the Mary Powell. The 
ful estimates measurements were 
No expense spared to secure a new 
boat, which every respect would be ab- 
identical with the Mary Powell. 

“Experts were employed to confirm es- 
timates and measurements. All of the plans 
appeared to be exactly identical with those 
upon which the Mary Powell was built. To 
the eye there was absolutely nothing so far 
fundamental construction was concerned 
which distinguished these two boats one 
from the other. 

“But when tests were made it was dis- 
covered that the new boat did not contain 
the secret which had made the Mary Powell 
the mistress of American navigable waters. 
That secret has never been discovered, and 
I am Satisfied that it never will be, but I 
was more than half serious when I sald to 
you that I believe I would much as 
half a million dollars if that secret could

WAS THERE A PIED 
PIPER OF HAMELIN? 


“The Pied Piper of Hamelin” has figured 
considerably in Hterature, and while every 
one recognizes that there is much more 
legend in this impossible story than fact, 
yet there seems to be some foundation upon 
which the poet and story-teller haa based 
his facts. The story would probably have 
been entirely lost had it not been for the 
familiar poem of Robert Browning on the 
subject, which is included in almost all 
popular collections of poetry. 

The story of the Pied Piper, or something 
similar regarding a pest of rats, has passed 
through various tellings during the last ten 
centuries, for the story seems to close 
to that age. One of the best connected 
stories of the incident is that related in a 
book published in London in 1672, entitled 
“Antidotes Against Atheism,” by Dr. H. 
More. This story is as follows: 

“The story of the Pvyed Piper, 
his pipe gathered together all the rats 
mice and. drowned them in the 
afterwards, being defrauded of his re- 
ward, which the town promised him if he 
could free them from these vermin, took 
his opportunity, and by the same pipe made 
the children of the town follow him, and, 
leading them into a hill which opened, 
buried them there alive, hath so evident 
a proof of it in the town of Hammel, where 
it was done, that it ought not to be dis- 
credited. For the fact is very religiously 
kept among their ancient records, painted 
also in their church windows, and is ‘an 
epoche joyned with the year of our Lord 
in their bills and indentures, and other law

This legend has given rise to no end 
of controversy in which learned men have 
taken part on both sides. The chief up- 
holder of the story in its entirety was per- 
haps Erichius, in his “Exodus Hamelensis,” 
a work written expressly on the subject. 
The leading opponent of the story is Mar- 
tin Schoock, who wrote a pamphlet enti- 
tled “Fabula Hameiensis.” 

The legendary part of the narrative re- 
mains to be credited or rejected. The 
historical statement, that the fact was made 
an epoch in public documents conjointly 
with the vear of Our Lord, rests on very 
inadequate authority and of the character 
not likely to be vindicated. 

Kirchner, a learned writer of Germany, 
notes that “it was the custom of the town 
to reckon their years from the exit of their 
children.” But he refers to no public doocu- 
ment bearing a date. 

Vestegan’s date of the Hamelin tragedy# 
is the 22d of July, 1376, but the one most 
Senerally given is the 26th of June, 1284. 
Robert Browning, in his very amusing versi- 
fication of the story, makes it about five . 
hundred years ago. The different narra- 
tives of the event vary considerably. 

There may have been various sources 
from which the story was gleaned and then 
woven together tnto one incident. using the 
imagination to fit incidents. Harenburg malin- 
tains, in writing on the subject, that a num- 
ber of Hamelin children were carried away 
captive in a contest with the Bishop of 
Minden, and never returned to the native 
land, and gave occasion to the tradition 
that they had been swallowed up alive. The 
Bishop of Minden, at the pertod in question, 
was Conrad TT.

7ermany, and there are 
the place to this day associated with the 
Story. These places of interest are visited 
the tourist, who finds considerable to 
associate the Pied Piper with Hamelin, al- 
though the story is no doubt connected-more 
or less with the cycle of myths which com- 
parative mythologists class together as the 
psychopomp or soul-leader myths. Orpheus 
is the classical prototype. 

In popular mythology rats and mice 
were frequently made representatives of 
the human soul, and the analogy between 
the Piper and Orpheus is closer, therefore, 
than would appear upon the surface. Bear- 
ing-Gould’s essay on the subject in “Curi- 
ous Myths of the Middle Ages,” ig an ex- 
cellent one.

Being sick is a breakdown in the human 
system which causes thé owner of said sys- 
tem to lay up for repairs.

Augusta, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury will complete its crim- 
inal investigations tomorrow morning, 
and will return true bills either in the 
afternoon or the following morning.

SECRETARY OF STATE 
ASKS CHARTER CHANGES 


Secretary of State Philip Cook 


makes some recommendations to the 
legislature in his report which was 
finished yesterday. The secretary calls 
attention to the law which makes a 
small corporation pay as much for a 
charter as a large one. A bank that 
has a capital of only $25,000, he says, 
pays as much to obtain a charter as 
a bank that has a capital of a million 
dollars. 

“Fees for charters,” he states in his 
report, “should be measured by the 
size of the corporate property.” 

The secretary urges stringent legis- 
lation against “wild-cat’”’ financial in- 
stitutions. 

His report shows that during the 
year 1912 52 banks were incorporated 
with a total capital of $1,540,000. The 
increase in 1912 for all chartered com- 
panies was $3,460,000.

New York, April 23.—Owners and rep- 
resentatives of most of the big news- 
papers in the country gathered here to- 
day for the big twenty-sixth annual 
meeting of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association. They will be 
here until Friday night, discussing 
questions of print paper, labor, adver- 
tising, circulation, printing and nation- 
al legislation.

BLEASE TAKES ISSUE 
UN PARDON QUESTION 


to this “Compare Number of Lynchings 


in Georgia With Those in 
South Carolina,’ He Says. 


Augusta, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)— 
Governor Blease, of South Carolina, 
who passed through Augusta tonight 
en route to Aiken to attend the South 
Carolina Confederate reunion, takes 
issue with Governor Brown on the 
pardon question. 

In discussing the well-known stand 
of Georgia's executive against issuing 
pardons save in exceptional cases, 
Governor Blease said: 

“The best way to settle that matter 
is to compare the number of lynch- 
ings in Georgia with thosé in South 
Carolina, and also the amount of law- 
lessness in the two states. Georgia has 
eight or ten lynchings to South Caro- 
lina’s one, 

“I am going to continue to exercise 
the pardon and parole power when I 
see fit, and only today I turned loose 
three. The severity of the judges in 
imposing sentences is one of the rea- 
sons why I- pardon or parole so many. 
In our state if a man steals $20 it 
is petit larceny, and he gets thirty 
days; if he steals $40 it is grand lar- 
ceny, and he gets a lone sentence. 

“One of the men I pardoned today 
was a Man who had stolen $40 severa] 
years ago. He was sentenced to serve 
five years, and had already served 
two and a half. I pardoned him on 
the condition that he leave the state, 
and he went to Alabama and will live 
with his parents. That man had suf- 
fered enough. ~ 

“You say that the criticism comes 
from Georgia that we turn loose our 
criminals from the penitentiary and 
they come over here. That is not my 
fault. I cannot control] their move- 
ments after I turn them out.”

The British prime minister Mr. As- 
quith, addressing representatives of 
the foreign newspapers at a dinner 
last night made a hopeful speech which 
may be regarded as reflecting the view, 
of the ambassadorial conference ,which 
he attended earlier in the day. 

Alluding to the Balkan situation and 
the fall of Scutari the prime minister 
said that points of difficulty might 
emerge, but he thought that without 
excess of optimism they might Delieve 
that they would sooner, rather than 
later, reach the goal so long and la- 
boriously sought. 

Servians Wild With Joy. 

Belgrade, April 23.—Noteven Servian 
victories during the war caused any- 
thing like the scenes of entius..sm 
which were witnessed here today ove! 
the taking of Scutari by Montenegri@s 
Business was at a standstill, while the 
whole population gave itself over to 
rejoicing. Lawyers, merchants, sol- 
diers and workmen danced in the 
streets to the strains of music. Wine 
may almost be said to have been flow- 
ing in the gutters, for everywhere bar- 
rels were broached, and all were free ' 
to drink to the victory of the Montene- 
grins and the glory of “Greater Ser- 
via.” 

The city is brilliantly illuminated to- 
night. King Peter addressed a vassi 
crowd from the balcony of the palace 
and declared that the Servian nation’s 
joy was unbounded. Demonstrative 
scenes also occurred the Skupstina. 


AS SCUTARI FALLS 


Action of Montenegro in De- 
fying Powers Causes Critical 
Situation—Austria Wants to 
Take Drastic Steps. 


London, April 23.—News of the fall 
of Scutar! to the Montenegrin army 
has been received with extraordinary 


demonstrations of joy in all the allied 
capitals, notably Belgrade and the Bul- 
Sarian premier has sent effusive con- 
Bratulations to the Montenegrin pre- 
mier. 

The first eqect of the fal lof the fort- 
rese has been the extension of the 
international naval blockade to Du- 
razzo, but what will be the next step 
of the powers in facing the new sit- 
uation it is difficult to foretell. Ac- 
cording to the view prevailing at St. 
Petersburg, the coercion of Montene- 
Ero would not be an easy matter. 

Austria Wants to Use Force. 

Austria-Hungary already has made 
definite proposals to the powers with 
a view to compelling Montenegro to 
avacuate Scutari, but it ia not certain 
that such proposals will be welcomed. 

The Vienna correspondent of The 
Daily Telegram asserts that the Aus- 
trian government has repeatedly but 
vainly tried to induce the powers to 
consent to the landing of forces from 
the international fleet to put pressure 
upon King Nicholas. He adds that 
Austrian patience now is exhausted.

SELLING OF COTTON 
CAUSED THe DECLINE 


Market Closed With Net Loss 
of Three to Fourteen 
Points. 


New York, April 23.—There was a 
further decline in the cotton market 
today, under continued heavy selling, 
and, while the final tone was steady, 
last prices were within a point or two 
of the lowest and from to 14 points 
below the final figures of yesterday. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 3 to 7 points under overnight 
selling orders and in sympathy with 
easier cables. 

Reports of good rains in the south- 
west encouraged considerable pressure, 
but there Wasan active demand from 
old shorts, as well as considerable 
buying by foreign houses or reaction- 
ists, and offerings were well taken 
around the initial figures. This fact, 
together with expectations that low 
temperatures would follow the rains 
in the south, rendered shorts uneasy 
enough to turn to cover, and the mar- 
ket rallied several points from the 
lowest during the middle of the morn- 
ing, with new crop positions selling 
about 3 to 6 points net higher while 
the old crop sold a point or two above 
last night's closing prices. 

Offerings increased on this rally, and 
With demand a little less active after 
the close of Liverpool, prices weaken- 
ed again, reaching the lowest point 
late in the day under continued heavy 
liquidation and bear pressure. May 
contracts sold at 11.36, about 9 
points under July and 15 points below 
last night’s closing quotations. There 
were rumors during the day that peo- 
ple in control of part of the local stock 
were moderate buyers of May agatinst 
sales of July, and southern spots were 
lteported relatively Steady; but the 
talk around the local ring reflected 
apprehensions of old crop liquidation, 
and bears predicted that May would 
sell at a carrying charge under July 
contracts before an outlet would be 
provided for the local stocks. Liver- 
pool reported free continental buying, 
but ruled easier in the late trading, 
probably as a result of rain reports 
from the southwest. Private cables 
said that there were still labor dis- 
putes in Lancashire, but expressed an 
optimistic view of the outcome.

New Orleans Cotton. 


New York, April 23.—Heavy eelling for both 
accounts featured the cotton market today but, 
in spite of the pressure. prices were fairly well 
held up, being supported by the constant profit- 
taking on the bear eide. Rains in Texas, and 
and good weather and crop reports from the cot- 
ton region generally, were the basie of the eell- 
ing movement but, to some extent, the shorts 
were held in check by fear of cold weather. The 
weather map indicated that a cold wave of 
considerable intensity was moving toward the 
eouth from the northwest and the forecast pre- 
dicted frost for Oklahoma and North Texas. Fear 
of injury to young cotton caused no little cov- 
ering of é6hort contracts. 

On the opening, the tone was steady and 
prices were 3 to 5 points down. Cables were 
not high enough and rains in Texas overnight 
encouraged selling. First prices were the lowest 
for some time, as ghorte covered on the cold 
wave. Around the middle of the morning, the 
demand eslackened and bears commenced to in- 
crease their offerings; selling pressure finally 
grew very heavy and it was the gossip of the 
ring thet large lines of long cotton were being 
Iiquidated. At the lowest, the market stood 4 
to $8 ‘points under yesterday’s final quotations. 

Late in the session, the market had a better 
tone and closed steady at a net loss of 2 to 7

GOOD EXPORT TRADE 
GAVE WHEAT ADVANCE 


Market Closed With Gain of 
Seven-Eighths to One Cent 
and Quarter in Prices. 


Chicago, April 23.—Export business 
gave a sharp uplift to wheat here to- 
day, closeng prices showing a gain of 
from 7-8@1 to 11-8@11-4 Corn fin- 
ished unchanged to 3-8 lower; oats 
made a net drop of 1-8 to a 8@1-4, and 
provisions closed to 17 1- off. 

Messages from Duluth caine con- 
firmed reports put out yesterday of a 
sale of 79 boatloads of export wheat, 
Many traders who had sold earlier on 
news of much needed rains in the 
southwest turned active buyers and the 
market became very strong. News of 
the fall of Scutari to the Montenegrins 
also helped bullish sentiment, because 
of possible effect in complicating the! 
European political situation. 
export reports told of additional sales 
of wheat today at Duluth, the amount 
being placed at 250,000 bushels. For-

ov 


gth was also a factor in the 
uplift here. A survey of the interna- 
tional situation showed that large for- 
eign requirements of wheat would soon 
be in order. All these influences off- 
set generally favorable domestic crop 
news, large increase in primary re- 
ceipts and the fact that a fleet of 
wheat-laden boats_got through the Soo 
today. Strong northwest markets lent 
support to prices here, Winnipeg be- 
ing especially strong, and Minneapolis 
and Duluth also showing uD well. Pri- 
mary receipts of wheat today were 484,- 
000 bushels, against 243,000 last year. 
Seaboard clearances of wheat and flour 
equalled 347,000 bushels. 

Large increase in receipts estimated 
for next week depressed corn. lit- 
tle show of strength was made on the 
upturn in wheat, but it did not last. 
The oats market was dull and nar- 
row. 

Lowering of hog prices at the vards 
had a weakening effect on provisions. 
There was a good deal of selling pres- 
sure, particularly on lard.

HESITATION SHOWN 
STOCK OPERATORS 


Market RES Within Narrow 
Range With Small Amount 
of Business. 


New York, April 23.—Hesitation on 
the part of stock market operators to 
attempt an interpretation of the pres- 
ent situation was indicated today in 


the narrow range of priges and small 
volume of business. For the titge De- 
ing, traders are content to permit the 
market to drift along in its stagnant 
condition. Few stocks moved as much 
as a point above or below yesterday's 

close. Tentative efforts to bid up the 
leaders accomplished little. At the 
same time bear traders were not in- 
clined to sell stocks aggressively, per- 
haps because of the belief that the ex- 
tent of the outstanding short interest 
made such operations hazardous. 
ings back 
and forth, but the day ended with only 
inconsequential changes. 

Speculation was governed by the 
same forces which have been operative 
for some time and which tend to re- 
press any tendency toward activity. 
European buying which recently 
loomed up as afactor o feonsiderable 
importance, has subsided, at least tem- 
porarily. The form to be taken by the 
tariff revision bill, as finally enacted, 
and its effect upon business conditions, 
remain to be determined. Wall street 
is also watching with Interest, though 
not concern, California’s proposed leg- 
islation affecting the Japanese. 

Although money market conditions 
are easier, the outlook for extensive 
new capital requirements which must 
be met within the next few months Is 
not entirely clear. In view of these 
conditions, speculative sentiment re- 
mains hesitant, with little disposition 
to take a prgnounced ‘position on 
either side of the market. 

There were a few exceptions to the 
dead level to which most stocks ad- 
hered. New Haven once more estab- 
lished a low record, selling down 2% 
to 109%. Canadian Pacific turned 
weak just before the close, losing over 
a point. Some of the tobacco issues 
showed further heaviness,
